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1. Claims: 1-18 



1.1. Claims: 1-9 

A collection system for bodily fluids comprising a 
sample bulb wherein the sample bulb comprises a one 
piece element blow molded of material flexible enough 
to be hand compressed to fill the bulb. 



1.2. Claims: 10-18 

A sample bulb comprising a one-piece blow molded 
element having a generally cylindrical shaped main 
body portion, said element being formed of flexible 
material to allow hand conpression to fill the bulb. 



2. Claims: 19-20 

A method of forming a one-piece sample bulb. 



3. Claims: 21-26 

A method of providing a sample for analysis comprising hand 
compressing a sample bulb, sealing and severing the sample 
bulb. 
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
